NEGRO COLONIZATION. 


Letters from Liberia, publishedinthe N, F. 
Herald ofthe 8th ult., draw a sad picture of 
the conditioa of those of the Negro race who 
recently emigrated from America for the pur- 
pose of establishing a colony and disseminating 
religion and education "among their brethren 
in the land of their ancestors, Reaching their 
destination with scanty means they have found” 
it a difficult mutter to maintain themselves fur 
a season, aud, influenced by constant admix- 
ture with the inhabitants, graduajiy relapse 
into barbarism, The folowing is an extract 
from one cf the lelters—written at Monrovia 
under date cf January, 1870: ' 


I cannot understand thuse colonizationists 
who put then.selves in opposition to your ejn- 
cational movement. They seem au utterty bind. 
Let them come here aud lock atthe miserable, 
tnriluess, helpless a'avery victiaa they have 
sent to liberia, and they wiil se¢ in a moment 
that much ot ther effort cf late, thet is im col- 
leciing money and hurrying emigrants bere, 
has been but pouring cut water uyon the 
ground, Some uf these poor cresiures are £o 
utterly weak that they connot stand up even 
in the presence of p.ganism. Down they go at 
once and sink into heathen habits, Not a few 
of these ¢Greatures strip eff their e'ethes and 
gointo the country, Six weeks ago a giri came 
to my house with chalk marks upon her face, 
rings on her wrists, her clo.hug about one 
haif yard of cluth abunt ner leina, A few

It is just the policy of our government when 
at peace With Indians to give them unbridled 
privileges and unlimited indulgence, and when 
at war to give them a severe letting alone.” 
To multiply instances ofthis we need not travel 
beyoud the boundaries of Arizona, The Pimas 
are nominally peaceful—practising no greateg 
crimes than robbery and theft-—and have long 
held areservation set apart for them; which ex- 
tends over a vast extont of country and con- 
taing within its boundaries the most fertile and 
wellswatered tracts of land in the whole Ter- 
ritory. This reservation, in reality, contains 
70,000 acres of fertile land in excess of the 
quantity which its owners are able to cultivate. 
For thia reagon we should expect that their 
domand fur the extension of their reservation 
would, after due consideration, be promptly set 
aside or eutirely ignored; but no! Not only 
havo additional lands been granted to them, 
but their reservation has heen so exteated as 
to enclose a great portion of the settlement of 
Florence, sweeping away homesteads and mak- 
ing preemption a "shadowy right? indeed. 

There is no man of even ordinary judgment 
who, having lived but for a single month where 
opportunity was offered him to observe Indian 
characteristics, bas failed to observe that ava- 
rice is among the most prominent features of 
Indian character. Ifan Indian has received 
an ounce of tobacco from you to-day he will be 
quite certain to come to-morrow for fourounces 
and, ifhe receivo this, will call a third time 
and ask a pound. Such is Indian, character; 
and the same disposition which we have sho: n 
iw tho tobazeo transaction will hold good in all 
otheré, no matter what may be the character of 
that which he desires to obtain It is a shame. 
ful abuse of justica and an unpardonable ens 
croachment upon the rights of a free people, to 
compel men to accépt terms by which they are 
to abandon their Jands when nothing approach- 
ing necessity demands such sacrifice.

Intrepip Mixers :—On Wednesday, the 11th 
iost., a party of men started out to locate the 
Santa Catarina mine, and a more hopeful 
and enthusiastic crowd, at the time of starting, 
never shouldered a pick or “fobbed' n battle 
of acid in the cause of mining, Mules, horses 
and burros duly packed, guns and pistols 
newly loaded ant primed and every other pre- 
liminary arangement daly consummated, 
away sauntered the sanguine host at the fall 
of evening with “heaving bosoms” and faces 
aglow through the balmy influence of argeu- 
tine aspirations, Arriving at the foothills of 
Santa Catarina Mountains on tho morning 
of the 12th, our heroes commenced to ascend

be found in Avizona,) will do more toward 
the ultimate peace of the Territory in six 
monthe, than the mercenary service of 2000 
military will accomplish in six years. We have 
not put forth this opinion from an ideal basis 
alone; its foundation is an experience of six 
years, during which peridd tha condition ef 
the people has been gradually, going from bad 
to worse and worst, Now, it is not our ins 
tention to detract from the merits of the mili- 
tary forve at present operating against the Ins 
diana; for with the single exception of Camp 
Crittenden, all the poeta south of the Gila have 
done some good service, in fact as much as 
could be reasonably expected from a “handfal 
of military,” obliged tofizht Indians in accord» 
ance with military tactics, and burthened with 
the garrison duty of one military post to abou 
every onb hundred mon. Nor can it be ex- 
pected that mou fighting ex officio, or mercen~ 
arily, will display energy equal to that which 
will characterize those who striketo avenge the 
murder of a paront or 4 child, or tha desolation 
ofakome.
